Confidential Information. 


Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of receiving confidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as to 
other connected matters, may, upon application, have their names 
placed on a Special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received 
from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, from 
His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Correspon- 
dents in the British Dominions, and from the Board of Trade 
Correspondents in the Crown Colonies, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1915, 849 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 383,888 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related. 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
includes the regular supply of the weekly “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, 8. W. 

The “ Journal” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the “ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all.

EXHIBITION OF SAMPLES OF GERMAN AND 
AUSTRIAN GOODS FROM ABROAD. 


The collection of samples of German and Austrian goods made by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, through 
their correspondents (H.M. Trade Commissioners in the Dominions, 
Trade Correspondents in the Colonies, and Consuls in foreign 
countries), which has been shown in a number of industrial centres, 
has been exhibited during this week in the Town Hall, Birmingham. 
The Exhibition closes to-day, ‘Thursday. 

The collection is chiefly representative of German and Austrian 
goods sold within the Empire, but also contains samples of such from 
a number of foreign markets. Many additions to the collection have 
recently been made, and there are now about 8,000 samples in all. 

The next Exhibition will be held in the School of Technology, 
Sackville Street, Manchester, from Monday, 10th, until Saturday, 
15th July, and following that in the Merchant Venturers’ College, 
Bristol, from Tuesday, Ist, until Saturday, 5th August. 

Announcements regarding further Exhibitions will be made in due 
course. 





EXHIBITION OF GERMAN CATALOGUES 
IN LONDON. 


In order that British manufacturers may have an opportunity of 
familiarising themselves with German methods of publicity, the 
Board of Trade have collected over 5,000 specimen catalogues of 
German origin, and these may be inspected at the Foreign Samples 
Section of the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 32, Cheapside, London, 
E.C. 

The collection, which is illustrative of a great variety of industries, 
includes, for example, nearly 1,000 catalogues of machinery, in 
addition to over 200 catalogues of machine tools. Recent additions 
have brought the number of toy catalogues up to about 300, including 
the productions of most of the well-known Nuremberg toy manu- 
facturers; and in view of the progress made by British toy 
manufacturers these catalogues should prove of particular interest to 
firms engaged in the industry. There are also about 200 catalogues 
of fancy goods, over 70 of glassware, about 200 of hardware, and 520 
of electrical goods. 

One feature of the catalogues which is of especial interest to British 
manufacturers who are themselves publishing catalogues with a view 
to increasing their export trade, is the number of foreign languages 
in which the German catalogues are printed. The Board of ‘Trade 
collection includes catalogues printed in English, French, Spanish, 
Portuguese, Roumanian, Russian, Finnish, Polish, Italian, Dutch, 
Hungarian, and Greek. Many are polyglot in character, and are 
printed in three, four, and in some cases six different languages.

An index has been prepared, in which the catalogues are 
classified both as regards articles of manufacture and names of 
manufacturers, thus rendering identification of any particular cata- 
logue a simple matter.

RECONSTRUCTION EXHIBITION IN PARIS. 


H.M. Vice-Consul in Paris(Mr. J. Pyke) reports that an Exhibition 
styled the ‘ Cité Reconstituée ” was opened about the end of May in 
Paris and will remain open until September. The idea underlying 
the Exhibition is to facilitate the reconstruction on modern principles 
of villages and buildings in the occupied territory of France and 
Belgium, and to provide temporary protection to communities imme- 
diately on their return to their homes. 

The principal classes of exhibits are: Sectional buildings, cottages, 
villas, sheds, etc., and the majority of these buildings, some of which 
show considerable taste in design, are of yellow pine with roofs of 
fibro-cement, rubberoid and similar products. Speaking generally, 
adds H.M. Vice-Consul, the prices appear very high in comparison 
with the ante-war prices of similar buildings by British firms.

Royal Proclamation specifying the articles which it was Our intention 
to treat as contraband during the continuance of hostilities, or until 
We did give further public notice ; and 

Whereas on the 27th day of January, 1916, and the 12th day of 
April, 1916, We did by Our Royal Proclamations of those dates 
make certain additions to and modifications in the said list of articles 
to be treated as contraband; and 

Whereas it is expedient to make certain further additions to the 
said list : 

Now, therefore, We do hereby declare, by and with the advice of 
Our Privy Council, that during the continuance of the war or until 
We do give further public notice, the following articles will be treated 
as absolute contraband in addition to those set out in Our Royal

Additions to List. 
By THE KING. 
A PROCLAMATION 
‘oR PROHIBITING THE IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN ARTICLES INTO 
THE UNITED KINGDOM. 
GEORGE R.I. 

WHEREAS by Section forty-three of the Customs Consolidation Act, 
1876, it is provided that the importation of arms, ammunition, 
gunpowder, or any other goods may be prohibited by Proclamation :

Kingdom of certain goods should be prohibited as hereinafter 
provided : 

Now, therefore, We, by and with the advice of Our Privy Council,

RESTRICTIONS ON IMPORTS OF COMMERCIAL 
MOTOR CARS, ETC.,; YEAST AND 
VACUUM CLEANERS. 


Arrangements as to Licences. 


The Board of Trade direct attention to the Proclamation issued on 
27th June (see immediately preceding notice) by virtue of which 
the importation of (inter alia) commercial motor cars and chassis, 
accessories and parts of such cars is prohibited as from 6th July. 

Licences to import will be granted in cases where the goods were 
either ex route for the United Kingdom or actually paid for at the 
date of the Proclamation. Licences will also be given where it can 
be shown that the importation is desirable in the national interests or 
where the motor car (being a commercial car) 1s urgently required 
for any of the purposes specified in Class A of the Order of Priority 
for the distribution of motor spirit (see pp. 661-2 of the “ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 8th June), or for agricultural purposes, or for the 
conveyance of essential goods. Licences will further be issued for the 
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importation of spare parts for imported commercial vehicles which are 
already in the United Kingdom. 

By the same Proclamation, the importation of yeast is also prohib- 
ited, but licences will, in this case, be granted to permit of an 
importation of yeast up to about 50 per cent. of the amount imported 
in 1915. 

As regards vacuum cleaners, the importation of which has also 
been prohibited by this Proclamation, licences will not, in general, 
be granted except where it can be shown that the goods were either 
en route for this country or actually paid for at the date of the 
Proclamation.

exists, be varied or added to by an Order made by the Lords of the 
Council on the recommendation of the Board of Trade: 

And whereas it is provided by Section 2 of the Customs (Exporta- 
tion Restriction) Act, 1914, that any Proclamation made under 
Section 1 of the Exportation of Arms Act, 1900, may, whether the 
Proclamation was made before or after the passing of the Act now in 
recital, be varied or added to, whilst a state of war exists, by an 
Order made by the Lords of the Council on the recommendation of 
the Board of Trade : 

And whereas by a Proclamation, dated the 10th day of May, 1916, 
and made under Section 8 of the Customs and Inland Revenue Act, 
1879, and Section 1 of the Exportation of Arms Act, 1900, and 
Section 1 of the Customs (Exportation Prohibition) Act, 1914, the 
exportation from the United Kingdom of certain articles to certain 
or all destinations was prohibited : 

And whereas by subsequent Orders of Council, the said Proclamation 
was amended and added to in certain particulars. 
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And whereas there was this day read at the Board a recommenda-

TRADING IN WAR MATERIAL. 


Restriction respecting Wool grown in the Isle of Man. 


In pursuance of the powers conferred on them by Regulation 30 4 
of the Defence of the Realm (Consolidation) Regulations, 1914, the 
Army Council have ordered that the war material, to which the 
Regulation applies, shall include war material of the following classes 
and descriptions, that is to say :— 

Raw wool grown or to be grown on sheep in the Isle of Man during 
the season of 1916.

Insurance of Wool. 

With reference to the notice on p. 750 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 15th June relative to the prohibition of the purchase or 
sale of British and Irish wool of the 1916 clip, it is notified that the 
Army Council have authorised the insurance of raw wool grown or to 
be grown on sheep in Great Britain or Ireland during the 1916 
season, which was purchased or sold before 8th June. 


Restriction respecting Whale Oil other than Sperm Oil. 


In pursuance of the powers conferred on him by Regulation 30a 
of the Defence of the Realm Consolidation Regulations, 1914, the 
Minister of Munitions has ordered that the War Material to which 
the Regulation applies shall include War Material of the following 
class and description, namely Whale Oil other than Sperm Oil.

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DEFENCE OF THE REALM: NEW REGULATIONS. 


An Order-in-Council, dated 27th June, further amends the Regula- 
tions (called the ‘‘ Defence of the Realm (Consolidation) Regulations, 
1914”), made under the Defence of the Realm Consolidation Act, 
1914, for securing the public safety and the defence of the Realm.

“2p. It shall be lawful for the Admiralty or Army Council or the 
Minister of Munitions, or any person authorised by them to act in 
their behalf, after consultation with the Board of Trade, to give 
directions as to the priority to be given in the execution of orders or 
contracts for the supply of coal or coke, with a view to securing pre- 
cedence for orders or contracts in accordance with their national 
importance, and the owner, agent or manager of any mine or any 
other person affected by the directions who fails to comply with any 
directions so given, and any person who in any certificate or document 
given or issued for the purpose of securing priority for any order or 
contract in pursuance of such directions makes any false statement or 
false representation, shall be guilty of an offence against these 
Regulations.” 


Deception as to Quantity and Quality of Goods. 


3. After paragraph (g) of Regulation 45 the following paragraph 
shall be inserted :— 

‘for (hk) makes any statement or does any act intended or, 
calculated to mislead or deceive any person in the employment 
of or acting for or on behalf of His Majesty or any Government 
Department, or the Government of any of His Majesty's 
Dominions or the Government of any Allied State as to the 
quantity or quality of any war material or other goods, or other- 
wise in relation to the manufacture, testing or supply thereof, or 
with the like intent withholds any information in his possession.” 





RESTRICTION OF IMPORTATION OF WOOL AND 
CERTAIN WOOL PRODUCTS INTO FRANCE. 


The Director of the War Trade Department announces that, at 
the request of the French Embassy, all applications for the export of 
wool or hair and tops, yarns, noils and waste thereof, from the United 
Kingdom to France will only receive consideration by the War Trade 
Department and the Commission Internationale de Ravitaillement 
respectively after recommendations have been received from the 
French Ministry of Commerce. 
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Exporters of these goods should, therefore, request their con- 
signees in France to communicate with the Ministry of Commerce in 
Paris in order that, if approved, the necessary recommendations may 
be made to the French Ambassador in London and transmitted by 
him to the War Trade Department or to the Commission Inter- 
nationale de Ravitaillement respectively. (C.LB. 24,170.) 





INCREASE OF PRICES OF COMMODITIES. 


The President of the Board of ‘T'rade has appointed Mr. D. 
Drummond Fraser to be an additional member of the Committee 
recently formed to enquire into the increase in prices.

DAMAGE TO CROPS BY AIRCRAFT: 


The Board of Agriculture and Fisheries desire to call the attention 
of farmers to the possibility of loss of, or damage to, growing crops 
by hostile aircraft. 

No liability can be accepted by the Government and no claim can 
be entertained in respect of damage to property by aircraft or 
bombardment unless the property has been insured under the 
Government scheme, particulars of which can be obtained at any 
Post Office or from any Fire Insurance Company. 





DESPATCH OF NEWSPAPERS, MAGAZINES, ETC. 
TO PLACES ABROAD. 


New Regulations. 


The War Office notify that the following regulations will, on and 
after the lst July, apply to printed matter despatched to :— 


(a) All European countries and their Colonies and Dependencies 
in Africa and America, except France, Russia and Italy and 
British, French or Italian territory. 

(b) Neutral countries of America. 

(c) British and Allied subjects interned in enemy countries. 


(1) Printed matter, 7.e., newspapers, magazines, books and other 
printed publications (other than trade circulars), will not be sent for- 
ward unless posted direct from the office of publishers or newsagents 
who have obtained permission from the War Office for this purpose. 

Persons desiring to send printed matter should, therefore, give their 
orders for execution to publishers or newsagents who have obtained 
such permission. 

»*(2) Publishers and newsagents who desire to obtain permission to 
despatch printed matter, and who have not already obtained it under 
the existing regulations, should commanicate with the War Office, 
stating whether they have existing orders for the despatch of printed 
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matter to the countries concerned and the average quantity which 
they export weekly under these orders. 

(3) Second-hand books despatched by dealers through the post 
are excluded from the scope of the regulations. They should be 
despatched in the ordinary way, even by firms who are in possession 
of a general permit, the name and address of the despatching firm 
being clearly given upon the cover of each packet. Such packets are 
subject to delay at the discretion of the Censor. Second-hand books 
despatched by persons other than dealers will not be forwarded. 

(4) Printed publications addressed to British subjects interned in 
neutral countries are excluded from the scope of the regulations. 
Such publications can, however, only be sent by printed papers post. 

(5) From the Ist July stamp collections, sheets or cards of stamps, 
stamp samples, etc. will not be forwarded to foreign countries (with 
the exceptions above indicated) unless despatched by dealers who 
have obtained permission from the War Office. 

(6) No information can be given as to the disposal of packets 
stopped under these regulations. 





PARCEL POST TO NEW ZEALAND, SAMOA 
AND TONGA. 


The Postmaster-General announces that it has become necessary to 
reduce the maximum size of parcels transmissible by post to New 
Zealand, Samoa, and Tonga from 6 ft. to 4 ft. in length and girth 
combined. Parcels for these destinations which exceed 4 ft. in length 
and girth combined will not be accepted after 30th June.

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CANADIAN TRADING WITH THE ENEMY 
LEGISLATION.

NEW ZEALAND TRADING WITH THE ENEMY 
REGULATIONS. 


ixtraordinary issues of the ‘‘ New Zealand Government Gazette ” 
dated 4th April and 2nd May publish certain additional Regulations 
regarding trading with the enemy, which have been issued by the 
New Zealand Government under the War Regulations Act, 1914. 

The provision of chief interest to British firms is Regulation 
20 (a) which empowers the Attorney-General of the Dominion, if 
‘‘ satisfied that any company, firm, or person carrying on business in 
any place, whether in or out of New Zealand, is carrying on such 
business exclusively or to a substantial extent for the benefic or under 
the control of alien enemies resident out of New Zealand, or if an 
enemy, company, or is engaged in any business, communications or 
undertaking injurious to the interests of His Majesty in respect of 
the present war,” to declare such a company, firm, or person to be an 
enemy, by notice in the “ New Zealand Government Gazette.” So 
long as any such declaration remains unrevoked the prohibitions in 
force under the Trading with the Enemy Act, 1914, or its amend- 
ments as to dealings with firms, etc. carrying on business in enemy 
territory, apply equally to any firm, etc. declared by notice in the 
‘ Gazette” to be an enemy. 

The remaining Regulations are mainly of interest to New Zealand 
firms, and include the following: Registration with or vesting in the 
Public Trustee in his capacity of Custodian of Enemy Property 
under these Regulations of enemy property in New Zealand; pro- 
hibition of trading with firnss in neutral countries having enemy 
associations as defined ; and prohibition of any alien enemy “ other 
than one who is also a natural-born British subject” from commencing 
trading in New Zealand.

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RUSSIAN INCOME TAX LAW. 


H.M. Embassy at Petrograd has furnished a copy of the Russian 
Income Tax Law (No. 106 of 1916), which received Imperial 
sanction en 6th April. 

The Law provides, inter alia, that such foreign companies and 
firms as carry on operations both in Russia and abroad, and have 
been allowed to carry on operations in Russia without making a 
return of their total invested capital employed in such operations in 
Russia, shall make a return of such capital by Ist January, 1917. 
If such a return is not made, the aforesaid firms will be assessed for 
Imperial income tax in accordance with their assessment for the 
supplementary industrial tax on capital of 1916. 

An appendix gives in tabular form the scale of taxation of duly 
audited profit in companies in the ratio of profit to the capital 
invested. 

The Regulations of the Imperial Income Tax are extended to all 
the localities of the Russian Empire, with the exception of the Grand 
Duchy of Finland.

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FURTHER NEW TAXATION IN ITALY. 


With reference to the notice on p. 815 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 23rd December last relative to the imposition of war 
taxes in Italy, H.M. Embassy at Rome reports that a Royal Decree, 
dated 31st May, has been published imposing, as from Ist July, the 
following further war taxes for the duration of the war :— 

The extraordinary war tax of 1 per cent. on incomes of persons 
subject to direct taxation is doubled. 

The tax imposed by Royal Decree of 12th November, 1914, on 
cinema tickets is to include one of 20 centesimi on every lira and 
fraction of a lira above the 2 lire tickets already taxed. 

The tax on postal packets, both for the Kingdom and Italian 
Colonies, and also for abroad, is increased as follows: For parcels 
weighing up to 3 kilogs., from 60 to 70 centesimi; for those weighing 
from 3 to 5 kilogs., from | lira to 1°20 lire; and for those weighing 
from 5 to 10 kilogs., from 1°40 lire to 1°80 lire; while the tax of 
30 centesimi on parcels sent to soldiers in the military zone, and that 
of 40 centesimi on parcels sent to soldiers called to arms as established 
by the Law of 3rd March, 1904, are maintained in force. (¢, 19,676.)

TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION BETWEEN 
MOROCCO, ALGERIA AND TUNIS. 


H.M. Agent and Consul-General at Tangier (Mr. H. E. White, 
C.M.G.) has forwarded an extract from the Cherifian ‘ Bulletin Officiel ” 
of 15th May containing the text of the annex to the Franco- Moorish 
Postal Convention of Ist October, 1913, signed on 28th March last, 
regarding the telegraphic service between Morocco and Algeria and 
Tunis. 

This Act provides for a submarine cable, as well as a land line 
between Tangier and Algeria, the land line passing through the 
Spanish Zone (see p. 630 of the issue of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 2nd March).

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CANADA (SOUTHERN ONTARIO).—The Office of H.M. Trade 
Commissioner in Canada recently furnished the following observations 
upon the possibilities of trade by United Kingdom firms with the 
southern part of the Province of Ontario, and more particularly 
the Niagara Peninsula :— 

The commercial life of Southern Ontario is coloured by its 
proximity to and easy access from the large manufacturing areas of 
the United States. Firms in that country are able to include this 
Province—particularly Toronto and its neighbourhood—in the range 
of their domestic markets, and some 350 American firms have achieved 
success by backing their sales organisation in the Province by manu- 
facturing there as well. United Kingdom firms wishing to open up 
or extend business in Ontario, and particularly in the Niagara 
Peninsula, must, therefore, realise that they have to face strong 
American competition. 

This does not mean that there is no market for British goods, but 
rather that energetic and capable selling is necessary to back the 
character for good quality and accurate compliance with description 
which United Kingdom goods already have. ‘The key-note of success 
in the markets of Ontario is energetic selling, a factor well understood 
by American manufacturers and combined by them where possible 
with manufacture or assembly in the Province, thus avoiding heavy 
import duties. 

American firms, however, are suffering in the Canadian market 
through severe lack of transport facilities, owing to the congestion on 
the railways of the United States. Moreover, American manufac- 
turers keep the Canadian buyer rigidly to their terms (usually 2 per 
cent. in 10 days), and they very often leave their credits entirely in 
the hands of the banks. One consequence of this system is that the 
purchaser sometimes has to pay a week or ten days in advance of the 
arrival of the goods or else lose his discount. 

Many wholesale dealers in the Province insist that cheapness is by 
no means the determining factor in the Canadian market. It gives 
place to selling capacity and this again is based upon the tastes and 
requirements of the ultimate purchaser. They also complain that 
United Kingdom travellers are often so engrossed in the superiority 
of the article they carry as to be unable or unwilling to realise that 
intrinsic value is only one factor in the popularity ot a commodity ; 
and while the Canadian wholesaler is ready to acknowledge superiority 
where it exists, he is more concerned to find goods that will sell them- 
selves, and not entail a course of education of the general public before 
sales can be made. Manufacturers should either make the article the 
public require, or do their own educating by means of advertisement. 
Moreover, American firms are now sending their best trained 
salesmen into Canada in large numbers, and salesmanship being 
hiphly developed in the United States it must be met by selling 
ability of an equal or higher calibre on the part of United Kingdom 
manufacturers. (C.1.B. 20,450.)

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ITALY.—H.M. Consul at Milan (Mr. J. H. Towsey) reports that a 
local agent, who has hitherto represented German manufacturers of 
dress materials, textiles, etc., has furnished him with tho tollowing 
information :— 

Prior to the war German firms sold cloth and cotton goods for 
men’s apparel which were either bought in the United Kingdom, 
or were German imitations of the United Kingdom § articles 
and sold at a lower price. Very little business is done with the 
United Kingdom in ladies’ gowns as that country itself imported 
combed materials largely from France and also from Germany. 

The placing of German goods on the Italian market has hitherto 
been facilitated by the endeavours of German manufacturers to meet 
the wishes of the customers, especially at first, as regards patterns 
and goods. It is stated that British firms do not, as a rule, adopt 
that system. Moreover, the latter do not appear to consider 
the total receipts for the year (as German firms do) but to 
weigh each single transaction by itself and to dismiss it if it does 
not at once offer the margin of profit they expect to derive from it. 
German firms, on the other hand, gave way where it was necessary in 
order not to let business slip, and made up the loss of profit on 
another transaction in the same or in other articles where competition 
is not so keen. 

An important point is the selection of the agent, who must not only 
be conversant with the goods he is selling, but also with the makers, 
in order that he may be well posted as to prices and be better able to 
discuss them with his customers. A further point of importance is 
that the agent should be in close touch with his customers, and also 
fully enjoy the confidence of the manufacturers (as did the agents 
of German firms). Moreover, as regards commission, the partial 
reimbursement of expenses, etc. German firms are said to be more 
liberal than British. (C.1.B. 21,521.)

VENEZUELA (CIUDAD BOLIVAR).—H.M. Consul at Ciudad 
Bolivar (Mr. R. Cheney Hart) reports that during the whole of the 
year 1915 merchants at that port were occupied in adapting them- 
selves to the new conditions which have arisen in consequence of the 
European war. Importers have found that the generous credits they 
formerly enjoyed in the United Kingdom, Germany, and, to a lesser 
extent, in the United States, have been drastically curtailed, while 
their customers in the interior have in turn suffered from the fall 
in prices of many important articles of export and the temporarily 
complete stoppage of the feather trade. 

The trade of the Ciudad Bolivar Consular district is carried on 
almost exclusively on a credit basis, and any interruption in the 
continuous circulation of credit between the commission houses 
and the banks which back them, and the labourers in the forest, 
produces an immediate financial stringency. Such was the case for a 
year or more after the outbreak of war. Merchants reduced their 
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advances as tar as possible and used every effort to collect their 
outstanding accounts, and although, according to information received, 
they have not met with much success in their endeavours, they have 
managed to tide over their difficulties by reducing their 1mportations 
and disposing of their old stocks. 

How far this process has been carried may be ascertained from the 
trade returns for 1915, which show that the total imports in that year 
were valued at £184,815, a reduction of £57,468 on even the excep- 
tionally low figure of 1914, and considerably less than half the value of 
imports in 1913. On the other hand, exports from Ciudad Bolivar 
increased from £409,508 in 1914 to £714,901 in 1915. The total 
trade of the port, as compared with the previous year, has thus 
increased from £651,791 to £899,716. No failures of importance 
have taken place, and the net result has been a considerable 
strengthening of the financial position. 

In view of these circumstances H.M. Consul is of opinion that 
merchants must be getting nearly to the end of their tether in 
disposing of old stocks and restricting imports, and that in the 
current year they may be expected to buy more largely. ‘Tle present 
would therefore be an excellent time for travellers to visit Ciudad 
Bolivar. That British firms are not unaware of the opportunity now 
offered them may be judged from the fact that several travellers have 
recently paid visits to the district. They are believed to have taken 
good orders in spite of difficulties due to prohibitions of export in 
force in the United Kingdom and uncertainty as to the future 
course of prices. 

For all practical purposes the trade of this Consular district with 
Germany has come to an end. ‘Though perhaps inevitable in view of 
war conditions in the United Kingdom, it is rather disappointing to 
note that while in 1915 imports from the United States increased 
somewhat as compared with 1914, those from the United Kingdom 
showed a small decline, not however, proportionate to the general 
decline in imports. It is evident that the United States exporters are 
going to make a strong effort to capture this market, and they have 
made a beginning by flooding the country with a mass of well- 
printed periodical literature, mostly in Spanish, all designed to adver- 
tise the commercia! and industrial progress, and the natural and 
financial resources, of the United States. But as long as British 
firms adhere to their traditional policy of bringing their goods 
personally to the notice of their South American customers by 
sending out energetic travellers well equipped with full lines of 
samples, they have little to fear from such propaganda. Apart from 
trade which has been diverted to the United States owing to special 
war conditions, imports from that country consist chiefly of such 
staples as kerosene and petrol, flour, butter and lard, preserved 
provisions and certain lines of hardware. The last two alone compete 
with British goods. A considerable number of American motor 
cars are also imported. (C.L.B, 18,537.)

The values stated for the latest year shown are provisional and s subject 
to rectification. In some cases all the values are those declared by 
importers or exporters, as in the United Kingdom ; in others they are 
based on an official schedule of values whieh is subjec ted to revision 
after the close of each year, the values used in the current returns being 
those fixed in the latest completed revision. In general, the values 
so fixed represent the level of prices in the preceding year. The 
countries adopting the system of official values annually revised 
are :—France, Italy, and Spain. The figures in italics are based, 
wholly or mainly, on the prices of some earlier year than that under 
which they are shown. 

In the case of Russia, France, Italy, Egypt, Argentina, Japan, 
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Canada, and the United Kingdom, the import figures given in 
the above summaries represent imports for home consumption. In 
all cases the export figures are intended to represent exports of 
domestic produce. In most cases, however, they include a certain 
amount of ‘‘ nationalised ” goods, 1.e., goods originally imported for 
consumption, and which, if dutiable, have been charged with duty, 
but which are subsequently re-exported.

TRADE ENQUIRIES REGARDING MARKETS ABROAD. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade 
invites applications from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of extending their trade in 
markets abroad. Such applications should specify the countries 
for which information is desired, and indicate— 

(a) The precise kind of goods about which the enquirer desires 
information, and 

(b) The particular points in regard to which he especially wants 
to he informed. 


Attention is directed to this matter because, if applicants would 
make their enquiries more precise, they would benefit by receiving 
more precise information. It would also be in their interest to state 
whether they have already succeeded in obtaining any trade in the 
countries in question, whether they are represented by agents there, 
and if so by whom, and whether they are satisfied with their repre- 
sentation. 

Applicants for information may apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners and the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the Dominions, 
the correspondents of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade in other parts of the Empire, and to H.M. Consular 
Officers in foreign countries, but it is generally desirable that they 
should apply, in the first instance, to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., because by the adoption 
of this course much delay may be avoided in those cases in which 
the Branch is already in possession of the required information.

Crop conditions in France, Italy, Luxemburg, Sweden and Egypt 
are said to be satisfactory, and average in Hungary and Switzerland, 
while in Ireland, the Netherlands and in Canada vegetative growth is 
said to be late. 
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TRADE OF GOLD COAST COLONY IN 1915. 


The following particulars respecting the trade of the Gold Coast 
Colony in 1915 are taken from a Report by the Comptroller of 
Customs at Accra, published in the Gold Coast ‘‘ Government Gazette,” 
Supplementary (No. 1 of 1916) :— 

Imports. 

Imports of merchandise (exclusive of Colonial Government 
imports) into the Colony in 1915 amounted in value to 
£3,116,686, as compared with £3,158,171 in 1914, and £3,250,673 
in 1913. ‘These figures afford an indication of the commercial 
stability of the Colony. ‘That imports of merchandise have declined 
4 per cent. as compared with 1913 is due solely to reasons not 
connected with the purchasing power of the Colony; had it not been 
for the shortage of shipping, and the difficulty, often amounting to 
impossibility, of getting goods manufactured at any price, imports 
would have considerably increased in 1914, and again in 1915. The 
local consumer has plenty of money at his command with which to 
purchase imported goods, and he does not retrain from purchasing 
even at greatly enhanced prices when the commodities he needs are 
obtainable. It must be remarked, however, that the falling-off in 
the volume of imports in 1915, was greater than is indicated by a 
comparison of values, the average prices of imported goods being 
from 11 per cent. to 25 per cent. greater than in 1914. 

Imports of merchandise from the United Kingdom in 1915 
increased by £143,024, or 6 per cent., as compared with 1914, and 
£170,221, or 8 per cent., as compared with 1913. 

Throughout the year there was a great demand for cotton goods 
which could not be obtained even at the increased prices or at any 
price. Imports from the United Kingdom accounted for the whole 
of the increase in these goods, 

There was a notable increase in the value of imports of carriages 
and carts, by reason of increased imports of private motor cars and 
light motor wagons for transporting passengers and goods. This form 
of transport is rapidly increasing in the Colony owing to road 
improvements and to increased transport needs. A very pronounced 
innovation in local conditions in the Accra district is the introduction, 
apparently with great success, of motor cars and lorries for hackney 
work. There was a considerable decrease in imports of hand-propelled 
carts, as these are being superseded by motor vehicles. 

The decline in imports of hardware was due principally to the 
cessation of the German supply, and the failure, so far, of other 
countries to provide acceptable substitutes in sufficient quantity. 

Practically all of the decrease in imports of wearing apparel was 
the result of the absence of supplies of German and Austrian cheap 
singlets, caps, stockings, shirts, ete. 

The increase of £14,275 in the value of imports of soap was due 
entirely to an increased volume of imports, and was not the result 
of enhanced prices. Since 1909 imports of soap have shown a 
steady increase each year, and this is a reliable indication that 
prosperity and the standard of living in the Colony are rising 


simultaneously. 
Prior to the war the bulk of imports of beads came from Austria, 
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and so far no acceptable substitute has been placed upon the market. 
Imports of beads into the Colony have declined in value from £47,383 
in 1918, to £39,124 in 1914, and to £8,505 in 1915.

Exports. 


The value of exports of the products of the Colony in 1915 
amounted to £5,814,810 as compared with £4,469,753 in 1914, and 
£5,023,646 in 1913. The increase over 1914 was, therefore, 30 per 
cent. and over 1913, the last record year, 15 per cent. 

‘The quentty | of cocoa exported amounted to 77,278 tons as 
compared with 52,888 tons in 1914. The increase in quantity was due 
to the fact that new areas came into bearing during the year. 

Exports of palm kernels declined from 5 683 tons in 1914 to 4 ,064 
tons in 1915 owing to the cessation of shipments to Germany, which 
was the principal market for this product. 

The decline in the exports of palm oil was due to the neglect of the 
whole palm product industry for the more profitable cocoa industry, and 
considering the steady decline of the former industry since 1910, it 
is to be feared that it is doomed to extinction, except in certain 
districts that are unsuitable for cocoa-growing. Exports of palm oil 
in 1915 amounted to 330,990 gallons, the lowest on record, not being 
quite one-sixth of the volume of exports in 1910.

BRITISH TRADE AFTER THE WAR. 


Summaries of the Evidence taken by a Sub-Committee of the Advisory 
Committee to the Board of Trade on Commercial Intelligence. 


In January last the Board of Trade published, as a Parliamentary 
Return, a Report, which had been prepared by a Sub-Committee of 
their Advisory Committee on Commercial Intelligence, with respect 
to measures for securing the position, after the war, of certain 
branches of British industry (see the notice on pp. 316-7 of the 
‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 3rd February). 

To the Report, as presented to the Committee at their meeting 
on the 1lth January, 1916, the Sub-Committee appended two state- 
ments, which they had caused to be prepared, the one summarising 
the written memoranda and oral evidence furnished to them in 
respect of each’ particular branch of trade covered by their inguiry, 
and the other summarising under a number of heads the suggestions 
made to them as to the various directions in which Government 
action for the assistance of the trades concerned might usefully be 
taken. 

These two statements were not published with the Report for the 
reason that their submission to the various witnesses (who had 
furnished their evidence to the Sub-Committee confidentially) would 
necessarily have involved considerable delay in the publication of the 
Report, a delay which it was desired to avoid. In accordance, 
however, with a decision taken at the meeting of the Advisory 
Committee held on the 11th April, the summaries have now been 
submitted to the various witnesses, and their consent obtained to 
publication, subject only to a small number of slight amendments 
being made therein. ‘The two statements are accordingly printed, 
substantially in their original form, in a Parliamentary Return which 
has just been published, with a view to affording an indication of the 
principal points of the evidence on which the Sub-Committee based 
the recommendations contained in their Report.

TRADE OF WUCHOW (SOUTHERN CHINA) 
IN 1915. 

H.M. Consul at Wuchow has furnished the following particulars 
of the trade of that port in 1915 :— 

The value of the total trade of Wuchow in 1915 was £1,678,377, 
as compared with £1,720,617 in 1914. These totals were made up 
as follows :—Foreign imports, £917,467 as compared with £1,056,330 
in 1914; native imports, £154,611 as compared with £154,408 in 
1914; and exports, £606,299 as compared with £509,879 in 1914. 
The apparent decrease in the total trade in 1915 as compared with 
1914, is, however, due to the difference in the average value 
of the Hk. tael.* The value of the trade expressed in Chinese 
currency shows an actual increase of 388,815 Hk. taels. 

The purchasing power of the Kwangsi Province was detrimentally 
affected by disastrous floods even worse than the flood in 1914, and 
in view of this catastrophe, and the adverse effects of the Kuropean 
war, it may almost be considered a matter of congratulation that the 
Wuchow trade statistics for 1915 are as satisfactory as they are. 

Wuchow is a port which has practically no direct trade with foreign 
countries. All imports and exports are purchased from, or sold to, 
business houses in Hong Kong and Canton. It is a centre where all 
native produce is collected for transhipment to the above-named ports, 
and whence all goods of foreign origin are distributed by means of 
the waterways which spread in every direction throughout the. 
Province. With the exception of shipping and a few special imports 
like kerosene and cigarettes, the whole trade of the port is in the 
hands of native dealers, mostly Cantonese, and is likely to remain 
with them. 

For years past various schemes for the construction of railways in 
the Province have been under discussion, but nothing practical has 
been done. No attempt even is made to improve the navigation 
of the rivers, which are the natural highways of the Province. 
Opposition is still offered to the development of the Kwangsi mines.

The trade in cigarettes 
throughout China is immense, and is one of the standard examples of 
the result of direct intercourse between foreign salesmen and Chinese 
in the interior. 

The large increase in the imports of electrical materials, namely, 
from 435 Hk. taels in 1914 to 1],589 Hk. taels in 1915, was due to 
the erection of an electric lighting plant at Nanning, the capital of 
the Province. 

Kerosene is one of the imports that has maintained an increase. 
For the first time a Japanese oil from the island of Formosa has made 
its appearance in the Customs Returns. It is said to be of inferior 
quality to other oils‘on the China market, but the recent rise in the 
cost of the American, Sumatran and Borneo products may afford an 
opportunity for Japanese oil to become established.

Exports of antimony requlus increased from 212 piculs in 1914 to 
1,453 piculs in 1915, while exports of antimony ore increased from 
618 piculs to 10,892 piculs. Considerable interest has been shown 
during the past year in the Kwangsi antimony mines, and unless 
opposition to the development of the mineral wealth of the Province 
proves insurmountable, a large increase in exports of this metal 
may be looked for in 1916. 

The stoppage of the supply of foreign dyes, caused by the war, 
resulted in the export of three times the quantity and four times the 
value of indigo as compared with exports in 1914. 


Transit Trade. 


The value of the transit passes issued at Wuchow in 1915 was 
4,849,156 Hk. taels as compared with 5,544,898 Hk. taels in 1914 
This decrease of almost 700,000 Hk. taels in 1915 was due to the 
general effect of the war and to the devastation caused by the 
local floods. Given favourable commercial conditions, trade under the 
transit pass system is likely to continue to increase. 

Shipping. 

Shipping entered and cleared in 1915 showed an increase of 38,073 
tons, due to the appearance on the Wuchow-Hong Kong service of 
additional steamers under the Chinese flag. There are now seven 
British and twenty-nine Chinese passenger and cargo-carrying motor 
boats plying on the rivers of Kwangsi Province, with a total tonnage 
of nearly 2,000 tons. ‘The rise in the price of kerosene is, however, 
materially affecting the profits made by these vessels. (0,1.B, 21,960.)

that arrangements have now been completed by H.M. Government 
in regard to shipments to the countries specified in the Notification 
No. 3207-W above referred to. The export of raw jute and jute 
manufactures to these destinations, will only be permitted under 
licence from the Collector of Customs, if the ultimate consignee 
has signed the prescribed guarantee and is approved by the 
British Consular authorities, and if the consignment is shipped 
to one of the approved ports, of which a list is appended, and 
consigned to the British Consul at such port. Im order to avoid 
inconvenience to the trade, shipments to the above destinations 
will be permitted up to the 3lst May, to consignees of whom

H M. Consul at Christiansand, 8. (Mr. E. M. de Garston), reports that 
in 1915 there was a remarkable expansion in the 
shipping of that port. Prior to the war Christian- 
and Krageré sand, S., already possessed an appreciable a 
in 1915. and is now fast assuming an important standing 

as a shipping centre. 

The net increase in the tonnage at Christiansand, S., in 1915 was 
24,945 tons. The value of ships has risen enormously. ‘The ship- 
building yard at the port is being extended. With the extraordinary 
high freights, shipping profits have been very large, although heavy 
taxation, especially upon excess profits, has reduced the net profits 
considerably. 

During 1915, 57 British steamships of 57,928 net tons arrived at 
Christiansand, S., with cargoes from the United Kingdom, and 38 
steamships of 37,298 net tons cleared with cargoes for the United 
Kingdom, the remaining 19 sailing for other Norwegian ports. 

The Harbour Board at Christiansand, 8., is planning a new pier, 
estimated to cost about 1,000,000 krone (about £58,800 at current 
exchange); while new quays on which a coal discharging and bunker- 
ing plant will be erected, are being built at the wharf of one of the 
local firms. 

At Krageré the shipping industry in 1915 gave very good results. 
Freight rates have ruled very high but, owing to increased expenses, 
profits will not be in proportion to freights. 

Several new shipowners have established themselves at Krageré, 
and at the end of 1915, 23 steamships and 10 sailing vessels with a 


total tonnage of 35,040 gross tons were owned by local firms.

These last sections almost 
complete the line across from the east to west coasts from ‘Taira to 
Niigata. 


Further north a section of 4 miles from Kawatabi to Naruko has 
been completed, also a section of 12 miles from Shinjo to Semi, 
leaving only a few miles to complete between Kogota on the east 
coast and Sakata on the west coast. 

One important section on which work was commenced was that 
between Kozu and Numazu vi@ Atami, a distance of about 30 miles. 
This forms a loop line on the main line, from 'l’okio to Shimonoseki, 
and is a diversion of the line to take the place of the mountainous 
section over the Hakone range vié Yamakita, which section is almost 
annually subject to collapse of the embankments and culverts on 
account of the mountain torrents after heavy rains. ‘he new section, 
which is to cost about £2,500,000, will, it is estimated, take over ten 
years to complete owing to extensive tunnelling and other engineering 
difficulties. 

In Tokio an elevated railway is being constructed between the new 
Tokio station and Meno station. ‘This connection will join up the 
railway system north and south from Aomori to Shimonoseki. The 
work is estimated to take three years to complete. 

During the year the service between Tokio and Yokohama has been 
improved by the establishment of an efficient electric train service 
in addition to the ordinary train service. (C.1.B. 21,959.)

JAPAN. 


H.M. Vice-Consul at Tokio (Mr. G. H. Phipps) has forwarded a 
translation of an article, which appeared in a local 
commercial paper, concerning recent develop- 
ments in the zinc mining industry in Japan. 

According to this paper, zinc mining in Japan 
has suddenly sprung into a state of briskness in 
harmony with the swift development of the zinc refining industry, 
and the output of zinc ore will greatly increase at no distant date. 

A mine in the Miyagi Prefecture, which in 1915 produced some 
4,000 tons of ore, is expected in the first and second halves of this 
year to produce 2,400 tons and 6,000 tons respectively. It is 
anticipated that by the beginning of 1917 the production of zinc ore 
from this mine will be increased to 1,500 tons per month. 

The present demand for zinc has caused attention to be paid toa 
mine in the Hokkaido which had been neglected owing to its poverty. 
lt is hoped that this mine will yield 3,200 tons of ore in the present 
year, and 5,000 tons in 1917. 

Mining for zinc has commenced at a mine formerly worked for 
copper in the Gumma Prefecture. This mine has yielded about 
200 tons a month since February, 1916, and it is said that in 1917 
the monthly output will reach 2,500 or 3,000 tons. The ore is of a 
poor quality, however, containing only 12 or 13 per cent. of zinc. 

Prior to the war, a zinc mine in the Hida Province had an output 
of not less than 20,000 tons a year, which represented the major 
portion of the total output of Japan. Every effort has been made 
to increase production and, as a result, the output of this mine 
will be augmented by 30 per cent. during the current year. 

The annual output of another mine, in the Nagasaki Prefecture, 
was not more than 3,000 tons before the war. At present it produces 
900 tons a month. 

The totai annual production of zinc ore in Japan before the war 
only amounted to 40,000 tons, but present indications are that this 
year, or next year, the production will at the lowest estimate be 
something over 60,000 tons. (C,1.B. 24,333.)

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA (PHILIPPINE ISLANDS). 


According to a report to his Government by the United States 
Commercial Agent at Manila, published in 
‘Commerce Reports” (Washington) of 31st 
May, the hand-embroidery industry in the 
Philippine Islands made rapid progress during 1915. The trade is 
almost all with the United States, and special impetus has been 
given to it by the European war. The supply of embroideries 
from Europe having been cut off to a large extent, buyers in the 
United States have turned their attention to the Philippines, with the 
result that orders have been received in increasing volume. 

The business of exporting at the present time is in the hands of 
three or four large firms and a few small ones. The manufacture of 
embroideries is a household industry, the work being done as a rule 
by women and girls. [rom time to time efforts have been made to 
foster the industry by legislation, but up to the present little has been 
accomplished by such means, 

Development of the embroidery industry in the Philippine Islands 
has been slow, but recently practically all the embroidery workers 
in the more accessible centres have been kept steadily employed at 
rates of remuneration which have increased by 30 per cent. within the 
last three years. 

The practice of the exporting firms is to furnish the goods to be 
embroidered to “ Cabecillas,” or head workers, by whom it is given 
out to individual workers, who do the work in their homes. The 
product is paid for by the piece. Advances are usually made to the 
workers, with the result that most of them are in debt to the firms 
that employ them.

FINE WORK. 

Certain industrial processes require 
exceptionally good light on account of 
the fineness of the work undertaken 


and the exactness which has to be 
observed in carrying it out. 


The light from inverted incandescent 
gas mantles is utilised with marked 
success in such cases, not only because 
gas yields high illuminating power at a 
low cost, but because it gives a soft, 
diffused light, of good composition, 


Where a sufficient number of in- 
verted incandescent gas lamps are 
properly distributed in a workroom, it 
is possible to see the finest work in 
every part of the room with the greatest 
ease and comfort, and workers are able 
to work at all times practically up to 
daylight standards of speed, accuracy 
and quality. 

Flickering light should be carefully 
avoided : an incandescent gas mantle, 
under a proper system of maintenance 
gives a steady, reliable light that 
approximates closely to the quality of 
daylight. 


Adequate light increases the quantity 
and improves the quality of the output, 
and it should be remembered that a 
saving of ten minutes a day per worker 
would actually pay for the entire daily 
cost of a modern equipment of factory 


lighting.
